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fHE Life of Schiller here translated from the German is marked 
by three distinctive features. First, it reinterprets the per- 
manent significance of the poet Schiller, not only for German 
literature, but for the literature of the world. Second, it carries 
out extensive, comparative studies of the relation of Schiller's 
dramas to the dramatic poetry, of his predecessors and of his 
successors. Third, it contains a careful and, in many ways, 
novel account of the influences which determined Schiller's de- 
velopment as artist and as man, and everywhere subordinates 
the story of the poet's life to this deeper interest in the evolution 
of his powers, his ideas, and his poetry. The work should appeal, 
therefore, to students of comparative literature or to any one who 
wishes to become intimately acquainted with Schiller's mind. 
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general survey of the German nation, which will be 
of value to the student in his subsequent reading. 
It treats the various divisions of Germany in geo- 
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natural scenery, national and local customs, student 
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numerous poems. An appendix contains a selection 
of proverbs and travel dialogues, and treats of the 
political constitution of Germany, money, units of 
measure, inventions, etc., the whole followed by a 
series of questions for use in conversation. 
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
